While  chiffon  and  chiffonweight 
fabrics  have  become  a  four-season 
sensation  in  the  world  of  fashion, 
homesewers  (who  love  the  romantic 
look  of  them)  are  frightened  away  by 
fears  and  bugaboos  that  go  back  to 
the  Bronze  Age  of  sewing. 

Today  there  is  no  reason  why  a 
woman  cannot  make  all  of  the  lovely 
dream-girl  dresses  if  she  follows  just 
a  few  simple  rules.  The  machine  stitch 
is  kept  shorter,  the  machine  pressure 
a  little  lighter,  the  tensions  slightly 
looser.  Any  stitch  adjustments  are 
made  on  the  lengthwise  grain  of  the 
fabric  because  stitching  that  is  per¬ 
fect  on  this  grain  will  also  be  perfect 
on  bias  and  cross  grain.  Mercerized 
thread,  nylon,  or  Dacron  are  used 
with  synthetics;  silk  thread  with  silk 
chiffon.  Needles,  shears,  and  pins 
should  be  the  finest  possible ...  Good 
news  for  owners  of  Singer  Straight- 
Needle  or  Slant-Needle  machines: 
Singer’s  Flange  Hemmer  which  can 
simulate  tiny  hand-rolled  hems.
